sire. There is only one way of 
damming the flood of poison of | 
death dealing liquid concoctions that 
is flooding the country and that is to 
permit the people to use the lighter 
and more innocuous beverages and 
thus remove the desire for the more 
potent and harmful liquors. 

“My proposal gives Congress and 
the states concurrent power In pro- 
viding for the manufacture and sale 
of beer: but it expressly prevents, 
Congress from relaxing the provis- 
ions of any state prohibition law or 
jocal regulation affecting beer. When 
this article becomes operative, it will 
not change the situation in states 
that have voted dry or in counties 
where local eption was in effect be- 
for the eighteenth amendment. if 
such communities desire to take ad- 
vuntage of the new artifle, they will 
be obliged to modify their own Icg- 
istative enactments accordingly.

HIGH ALTITUDE MAKES. 
C-2 FLIGHT DIFFICULT 


Balloon Loses Bumper in Effort 
to Get Off at Nogales 
for Yuma. 


By the Associated Press. 

NOGALES, Ariz., Sept. 23.—*Fri- 
day's flight from E!] Paso to Nogales 
was the hardest part of our trip 
thus far,” said Commander H. A. 
Strauss of the C-2, army dirigible, 
following the airship’s arrival here 
yesterday. 

“The difficulty we experienced was 
because the ship was not designed to 
operate at such high altitudes while 


‘carrying such a large crew and such 
a heavy load of fuel.”
